ARE THEY “SILK THIEVES 1” 


The Police Think They Rave Two Members 
ofa Notorious Gang. 

Two bright-looking, well-dressed men were 

locked up at the Desplaines Street Station 

last evening without being booked. An hour 


or two later they were taken to Capt. Hayes’ | 


office, where the Chief of Police of Joliet and 
three of his detectives interviewed them. 
Then they were again locked up without be- 
ing booked. The captufes are regarded as 
important. 

For the last four months burglars who 
have got to be known among merchants and 
the police as the silk thieves” have been 
operating in this State and Indiana. They 


_have attacked only big stores, and have been 


bold in their ventures. 

One of their latest and biggest burgiaries 
was committed in Joliet about six weeks ago, 
when they broke into a store and stole be- 
tween $3,000 and $4,000 worth of silks and 
other goods.

How His Intrigues to the Adoption | 
ofthe Washington + Fest, mad the Set- 
tlement of the Ala e Ciaims Led to 
His Recall by the Can Government— 
His Brilliant Wife zed by Wash- 


ington Society. :

The death of Mr. Cata S up a host of 
interesting reminiscen a Washington. 
He first came to the United States as Secre- 
tary of te Russian Legation during 
Buchanan’s time. While livmg in the Na- 
tional Capital ne was joined by a lady said 
to be of noble birth, who had unceremonious- 
ly left a husband behind in order to be with 
the attaché. Nothing was known of the 
affair at the time and Mr, Catacazy drifted 
away to other diplomatic posts. He returned 
to the United States as ister during Gen. 
Grant’s Administration. Tue fair compan- 
ion who had flitted with him was now Miae. 
Catacazy, and she laid glaim to all the pre- 
rogatives of a Foreign ister’s wife. But 
outside of strivtly official uon nothing 
else was accorded her. ilton Fish was 
Secretary of State and Fish’s notions 
were rigid, so rigid that She social circles of 
the Capital were never o to the handsome 
Russian woman. 

The Minister, whose irregularities had 
been overlooked at European courts, couldn't 
understand why, after everything had been 
made regular, a republican government 
should be so frigid. The Diplomatic Corps 
enjoyed Mme. Catacazy's entertainments and 
encouraged her social ambition. Minister 
Catacazy had a talent for intrigues of a dip- 
lomatic sort as well asof the heart. He con- 
ceived that his Government would be harmed 
by the adoption of the Washington treaty 
and the settlement of the Alabama claims.

He 
supplied newspaper correspondents with al- 
leged facts and statements about the use of 
money. One New York paper published a 
long and sensational article on the treaty, 
which was directly inspired by the Russian 
Minister. 

HIS RECALL ASKED FOR. . 

Mr. Catacazy attempted to evade responsi- 
bility, but the correspon@ent made a fuil 
statement, Which left no question that tne 
Minister had violated international obliga- 
tions. President Grant caused Secretary 
Fish to notify the Russian Government that 
the interests of both countries would be pro- 
moted and the relations of cordiality placed 
upon a much surer footing if the head of the 
Russian Legation in Washington were to be 
changed. The Minister nad powerful friends 
close to the Czar and they were anxious that 
Catacazy should remain until after the visit 
of the Grand Duke Alexis; Gen. Grant felt 
great friendliness tothe Czar for the Russian 
Government’s aid during the War of the Re- 
bellion. He was anxious that the visit of the 
Grand Duke should be madeas pleasant as

The Chenange County, New York, Poor- 
House Destroyed. 

Utica, N. X., May 8.—The larger portion 
of the Chenango Couaty buildings, which 
for fifty years past have been located at 
Preston, about six miles from Norwich, were 
destroyed by fire last night about 
and nine of the 1n- 
mates, possibly more, were burned. 
The buildings destroyed were the asylum, in 
which there were about eighty inmates, and 
the pauper-house and idiot ward, in which 
there were about forty inmates. Both were 
three-story wooden buildings ia good repair, 
having wings two stories in height. They 
stood side by side, a drive-way separating 
them. They were valued at $25,000 and in- 
sured for $19,000, and are a total loss. 

The fire started in the idiot ward of the 
main building, and as the inmates were 
asleep it is probable that the smoke and 
gases smothered them before they felt the 
pain of the fire, 

The keeper was awakened by a pauper and 
attempted to release the idiots, but was 
driven back by the fire. He then ran through

Sagar Refinery Explosion. 
The often-postponed investigation of the 
causes ofthe death of the victims of the 


explosion at the Chicago Sugar Reflumg 
company’s works March 27 was resumed yes- 
terday. Deputy-Coroner Monoghan and the 
jury met at the Maxwell Street Station. Ali 
but two important witnesses had been before 
previous sessions of the jury. These were 
Henry Hobbold Jr. of No. 188 West LEight- 
eenth street and John Gilligan of No. 635 South 
Union street. Dr. Murphy, their attending 
physician, informed the jury that it was 
still impossible for the men to leave their 
homes. A ly the inquest was trans- 
ferred first to the residence of Henry Hob- 
bold Jr., the foreman of the starch factory 
in which the explosion occurred. He was 
yet in a bad condition. 
geeply burned, not only by the flames of the 
explosion but by nitric acid, which is used 
in the manufacture of dextrine. Over 200 
pieces of skin taken from the freshly ampu- 
tatea leg of a boy at the County Hospital 
have been transplanted upon His right hand, 
During the testimony his hands quivered in- 
cessantly from pain, but his voice was strong 
and clear. 
He retold the well-known story of the ex- 
plosion, varying from all previous accounts 
‘only in trivial details. His evidence was val- 
uable in determining the responsibility for 
the explosion. Previous evidence indicated 
that the explosion had occurred because of 
an inadequate cleaning of the kilus in which 
starch-flour saturated with nitric acid is con- 
verted into compositions known as dextrine 
and British gum. Hobbold’s evidence cor- 
roborated this theory and he admitted that, 
owing to the construction of the kilns, it 
was impossible for him to tell whether or 
not the kilns were properly cleaned. 
Gilligan’s evidence was taken at his 
house. His condition is about the same as 
Hobbold's, and his testimony was of a sim- 
ilar character. The desire of the jury to ex- 
amine another witness led to a postponement 
of the verdict, which will probably be given

n 8 men who think the main 
buildings of the World's Fair should be 
planted on the Lake-Front Park, including not 
merely the narrow strip between the railroad 
tracks and Michigan avenue but a number 
of acres additional to be secured by filling 
and piling im the harbor, are not aware of 
the time and money such a scheme would 
consume. 

The necessary filling and piling east of the 
tracks totake in a strip a mile long and 
1,000 to 1,200 feet wide would under any 
probable circumstances take about two years 
and cost two to three millions of dollars. As 
all the buildings ought to de approaching 
completion by the summer of 1892 the time 
left for construction after the foundation 
was prepared would be too brief. If the 
work is to be done by the Exposition com- 
pany, the cost will eat a big hole into their 
working capital, which will be none too large 
without that vast expense. 

If, as some propose, the work is to be done 
by some outside vorporaton of outer harbor 
land speculators, then that costis avoided, 
but the serious question of titie still remains. 
A decision of the United States Circuit Court 
declared that the title to the Lake-Front 
Park and the submerged lanas as far out as 
the dock line was in the city. The IIlinois 
Central contests this decision and the case 
has been carried upto the Supreme Court, 
which will decide in the course of a few years 
whether these submerged lands belong to the 
Illinois Central railway, to the State of IIli- 
nois, or to Chicago. It will be a task of great 
difficuity to get these three parties to come 
to any agreement which shall permanently 
affect theselands before the Supreme Court 
has spoken. Neither party woulda like to 
throw away possible rights. No capitalists 
would sink muilions in the harbor when they 
were uncertain whether they would ever get 
anything back. The city would distrust the 
railroad, and the road might distrust the 
Aldermen. This legal knot must be untied 
before the idea of building eastof the tracks 
can be seriously entertained. 

There 1s another complication as to the 
land west of the tracks. The State claims it 
and so does the city, and the real 
owner has not been finally ascertained. 
These two contestants might easily 
settle their differences, but there are 
the owners of the abutting property on 
Michigan avenue, any one of whom if he 
pleases cas enjoin the erection of any struct- 
ure on the vacant park front strip of land. 
Each of these owners has a valuable easement 
and there is no provision for condenining it 
and paying for it. Some of these owners may 
not object to a Fair on the park. Others 
may seriously object to wer street being 
packed with people and teams and materials 
for three years or more, depriving them of 
its use. The consent of every one of them 
must be had before the Lake-Front site can 
be considered. 

These are some of the things which the 
real-estate men do not seem to have consid- 
ered. They should study up on the subject 
so that their final opinion when given may 
have some weight And when they are at 
it they would do well to think over the point |

A WESTERN AND SOUTHERN ALLIANCE. 

The St. Louts Globe-Demoerat credits Senator 
Iagalls with proposing a commercial ana 
industrial alliance between the West and the 
Sout n,“ because these two regions have 
similar interests, their aspirations run in the 
same direction, and clear-sighted men ali 
over the country see that in the neur future 
they will cease such hostility as they now 
manifest toward each other.“ The St. Louis 
paper while inclined to regard the suggestion 
with some favor opposes the holding of a 
con vention to promote the scheme, and de- 
clares that doctrinaires and cranks” would 
attend such a gathering and “ promulgate 
visionary and, foolish projects which the 
country would never consent to adopt.“ 
Such no doubt would be the case, but even 
before the convention could be called a hard 
problem would. have to be solved in drawing 
geographical lines and determining just what 
States should be admitted into the combine 
against the rest of the Nation. 

Would Ohio, Indiana, ana Michigan, or 
either of them, be taken into the Southern 
and Western trades union of States or be 
cast off with the East? In what respects 
could Ohio be distinguished from Fennsyl- 
vania or West Virginia, or East Virginia 
from Maryland ana Delaware, or Maryland 
and Delaware from Pennsylvania, though all 
three are cailed Southern States! For what 
reason could Ohio be divorced from Indlana, 
or Indiana from Michigan, or Illinois from 
Iowa? If West Virginia and Ohio were reck- 
oned as Eastern States why should not Ken- 
tucky also be? What interests with tne 
South has Wisconsin that indiana or Illinois 
has not! Supposing, however, that tue geo- 
graphical difficulties could be settled by 
drawing arbitrary lines, what policies would 
the federated States pursue against tne re 
mainder of the country! What common 
ground would they take, for instance, on the 
tariff question? Suppose Manderson (Neb.), 
Ingalis (Kas.), Vest (Mo.), and Reagan (Tex.) 
were appointed a committee on this question, 

what sort of a report would they make? The 
Southern States are thoroughly committed 
to the doctrine of cheap labor and free 
trade, while the Western States favor only 
such reduction and revision of the tariff as 
can be effected without impairing a fair pro- 
tection. The South hopes to attract capital 
and to establish great industries through the 
ad vantage of cheaper labor than can be haa in 
the West and the North. It desires flour, 
beef, pork, bacon, corn-meal, etc., all cheap, 
from the West, but wants the highest prices 
to be had for cotton, sugar, rice, turpentine, 
tobacco, etc. These latter products are 
Wanted by the West on easy terms, while 
bigh prices are desired for the former. As 
She North and the West take turns in that 
role they have between them the ineradica- 
ble difference oi interest which exists be- 
tween purchaser and seller. :

DIRECT BOUNTIES ON LINEN PRODUCTS. 
Defenaumg the increase of duties on linen 

sed in the McKinley bill as in the inter- 
est of diversified industries, the Madison 
(Wis.) Journal declares that flax and hemp 
have been and can be produced in this coun- 
try of just as good quality as in any other 
country,” and that with proper protection 
hnen manufactures can be made to flourish. 
In other words, if linen is only made costly 
enough to the public it can be manufactured 
here. Inasmuch as the Scotch-Irish and the 
Hollanders in this country have tried in vain 
for a century.or more to domesticate linen- 
making in the United States it is clear that 
the obstacles in the way of success are so 
great that an exceptionally high cost or sell- 
ing price would be needed to overcome them. 
The spinning and weaving of linen must be 
done in a damp atmosphere such as can be 
had in this country only by the use of sprays 
and steam jets, If the artificial moisture is 
not kept up during the night injury to the 
machinery results. Artificial moisture is in- 
jurious to health, and weavers who work in 
it demand short hours and bigh pay. More- 
over, in the production of fine linen, grass 
bieaching is necessary, and @ regular nightly 
dew must be had. Evidently it would re- 
quire a heavy tariff and a high cost to con- 
gumers to offset the disadvantageous climate 
) of this country and put linen manufacturers 
on anything like even footing with foreign 
competitors. 

Aside from the climatic difficulties in the 
way of linen manufacture in the United 
States the flax grown here cannot be used 
for that purpose even when taken to Ireland. 
Lake the flax of Turkey, Russia, and 
Hungary, it is too brittle to ve used in 
making fine linen. American flax was used 
extensively until something over a genera- 
tion ago in making rough home-spun cloth, 
but cotton goods have proved cheaper and 
better. The family spinning-wheel is dis- 
carded, and flax is now utilized in making 
cordage, bagging, crashes, etc. The only 
mitis in this country which produce fine 
linen are simply adjuacts of establishments 
in Ireland and perform only a part of the 
work of manufacture. They import their 
fine thread from that country and France. 
Notwithstanding the failure to manufacture 
linen and the falling off in the production of 
flax, although the duties on the finished 
product have been increased in the course of 
a generation three or four times, it is still 
claimed that if “enough protection” is 
piled on the consumer the industry can be 
developed here. It may be claimed fairly, on 
the contrary, that the climatic difficulties are 
so great that duties sufficient to overcome 
them would make linen too expensive for 
common usé and cause the people generally 
to ‘employ a substitute. It might be poor 
sdlace for millions spent in the increased 
cost of linen goods to have another demon- 
stration that such articles cannot be pro- 
duced to ad vantage in this country. If, how- 
ever, nothing out such a demonstration will 
be accepted as conciusive, why shouldn’t 
linen producers be given a bounty instead of 
a tariff duty? That form of taxation would 
have the merit of levying on consumers only 
to the extent that the industry was promoted 
and linen actually produced in tne United 
States, and buyers would not have to pay the 
extra cost on ten or twenty yards in order to 
get protection for one of home manufacture. 


FLOSSIE’S TAMMANY TOY. 

Mayor Grant of New York has by no means 
vindicated himself as against the testimony 
of Brother-in-law McCann, and Tammany is 
much disturbed thereat. The Mayor has not 
helped himself any by going on the stand to 
discredit McCann, and Croker, by reason of 
his absence in Europe and his inability to 
kno'w what Grant would say, has put him in 
a hole and nearly pulled the hole in after 
him, : 

If there were no other accusations resting 

against Mayor Grant than the affair of the 
pretty toy given to goddaughter Flossie, 
daughter of his Tammany sponsor Croker, 
now chief sachem, and absent in Europe for 
his health, it yould stall de cloudy times for 
the Mayor. Brotaer-in-law McCann origi- 
nally testined that in order to get the Sher- 
iff’'s office Grant promised te “divvy” with 
Croker out of the proceeds, and that in pur- 
suance of the contract he prese nted to Flossie 
on different occasions sums of money agrre- 
gating $25,000, Flossie then being 2 years 
of age and consequentiy at a period in life 
when she could hardly be expected to in- 
dulge in much sentiment over the generosity 
of her godfather, or discuss the hanasome 
character of her toy with garrulous play- 
mates who would be likely to spread the news 
as an incentive fox other godfatners. The 
Mayor indignantly denied the story, and even 
hinted at the insanity of Brother-in-law Me- 
Cann. Upon the stand, however, after a 
sentimental lecture touching the duties of 
godfathers, the Mayor was forced to admit 
that Brother-in-law McCann was substantially 
half right and confessed that while Sheriff 
he gave Z= year- old Flossie $10,000, purely 
as a matter of affection and a trifle which 
would shieid her against the possibility of 
want. He knew that Mr. Croker, would keep 
the money for the child and that Mrs. Croker 
would regard it as a sacred trust and prop- 
erly invest it. How well they administered 
the trust is shown by tne fact that the money 
Was used by the Orokers to lift a mortgage 
On their house, and that the infant Croker 
went on her way serenely unconscious of the 
pretty toy her parents had taken from her, 
and might never have known anything of it 
from that day to this had it not been from 
Brother-in-law McCann, who had been ruth- 
lessiy exposing family secrets. 

It us somewhat remarkable that a man of 
Grant’s intelligence should not have known 
that the public would never swailow the 
Story of his astonishing generosity. It hard- 
ly comports with ordinary consistency that a 
comparatively poor man would indulge ina 
sodfather benefacuons such as the Astors 
even would hesitate to bestow. He has not 
hei himself by his story and Croker has 

n still worse, for Croker says: “Grant 
Was godfacher to 
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of the testimony, shows that it was not so 
kept, and Mr. Croker himself states that he 
does not even remember the smount, which 
is extraordinary, to say the least, consider- 
ing the munificence of the gift. Thus the 
matter stands, and Mayor Grant swears that 
nearly half of Brother-ifi-law McCann’s 
story istrue.

‘fication of the other half, the public will come 


to the conclusion that the Mayor is sufficient- 
ly involved in the matter of Flossie’s toy 
alone to warrant his resignation.

BUILDIN q SEWERS BY SPECIAL ASSESS- 
MENT. 
At the last meeting of the Real-Estate 


Board a resolution was hastily and thought 
lessly adoptea favoring the repeal of the 
Council order directing that all sewers in 


the old city as well as the new be built by 


special assessment, because, says the resolu- 
tion: . 

It is the sense of the Real-Estate Board that 
said ordinance is an injustice to that part of the 
city embraced in the old oity limivs still un. 
sewered which has contributed for more than 
thirty years towards the sewe fund to pay 
for sewers in the down-town districts, where 
sewers have been built out of the general fund 
without expense to the property owners. 

It is singular that the real-estate men 
should show themselves so ignorant of all 
that has been printed on this question. At 
the outset, the Council tried to reconcile two 
systems—to build séwers by general tax in 
the old city and by special assessment in the 
That involved levyiug on the an- 
nexed districts a sewer tax for the benefit of 
the unsewered portion of the old city. Such 
a tax was found to be unconstitutional and 
was abandoned. 

It then became necessary either to build 
all sewers by general tax or special assess- 
ment. Had the former been adopted it would 
have taken thirty or forty years to under- 
drain the outlying wards at a cost to the 
wards in the old city of over 20 millions of 
dollars. Therefore it was rejected and spe- 
cial gi teen made the uniform rule, so 
that whenever property-owners wanted a 
sewer in the old or new city and were will- 
ing to pay for it they could have it at once, 
and not be forced to wait years and years 
for it. 

It is difficult to see that any special injus- 
tice has been done to the unsewered proper- 
ty in the old city, most of which was annexed 
just before the fire and not thirty years ago. 
The valuation of the property was low and 
the taxes light. The amount which it has 
paid for sewers in the territory is not equal 
to what has been spent west of Western ave- 
nue for that kind of improvement. It would be 
twenty times cheaper for the city to refund 
all it has collected from the Cicero strip for 
sewer purposes, if it had authority to do so, 
or the persons entitled to receive it could be 
found, than to repeal the ordinance and go 
back to the general tax fund method of sew- 
ering the new city out of the pockets of the 
old. 

If the Real-Estate Board will study up on 
this sewer question 1t will ascertain that the 


‘city has pursued the wisest and fairest 


course, and will reconsider the resolution it 
unthinkingly passed. : 


Not Parallel. 

After all that has been said demonstrating 
that license taxes on saloons are restraints and 
partial prohibitions, not permits, an anonymous 
correspondent at Rockford sends to this office an 
article from THE TRIBUNE against the licensing 
of the Louisiana Lottery interlined in such man- 
nerasto imply that in consistency the same 
doctrine must apply to the vending of liquor, 
The cases, instead of being parallel, are the re- 
verse. A lottery can have no legal existence in 
a State except by its consent, while liquor is a 
lawful article of Sale under the common law 
and also in the domestic commeétce of every 
State until prohibited or restrained. To exact a 
license penalty is torestrain and burden a traffic 
previously free under the common law and is 
probibition to the extent it goes. Illinois is a 
prohibition State in every locality where public 
sentiment will vote for and enforce such a law, 
and elsewhere it supplies the restraints of high- 
licefise taxation. A license tax on a saloon 
hampers a traffic previously free by the common 
law from restraint, while in the case of a lottery 
it authorizes acts which would be otherwise ab- 
solutely prohibited. Instead of a parallel or 
likeness the instances cited present a strong and 
instructive contrast.

linois on the one hand, and representatives 
| of the United Mine- Workers on the other. 
JI. B. Rae, President of the mine-workers, 
William Scaife, President of the Lilinois 

| District, ana David Ross of the 
Executive Committee of this district called 

on all the representatives of the mining and 

ooal companies and concluded witn a long 
conference in the office ot A. L. Sweet of the 

Wilmington and Vermillion Coal company. 

The settiement is substantially on the lines 
indicated in yesterday’s Trrscnez, on which 

‘the Spring Valley miners have already re- 

samea work. It is designed to bring the 
Southern Illinois miners within the scope of 
future contracts. 
The agreement entered into last summer 
between the northern operators and their 
winners prices for mining coal 
at 724 cents a ton for the Streator 
district, with a graduated scale, according to 
different ties. The Columbus conven- 
tion of miners and operators adopted a scale 
i cents higher for Pennsyivania,e Ohio, 
Indiana, and Lilinois, to taxe effect 
when the old agreement in 
expired, Pennsylvania 

Ohio adopted the Columbus _ scale. 
The Northern Illinois operators refused to do 
so, saying that such an advance would be 
ruinous, as the Southern operators would 

not come in. The demand being insisted on 
the operatives closed the mines, and since 
May 1 8,000 men have been idle, and several 
pect om more working only at odd in- 
ervals. 5 
. The agreement id to the effect that if at 
any time dur the year ending May 1, 1891, 
there should a general advance paid 
for mining coal in the Northern Iilinois 
fields, or if a general advance de 
made in Southern and Central Illinois in 
mines with which the Northern miners have 
to compete, then the Northern mine-owners 
shall pay the same as the highest price paid 
in such competing districts. So far 
this agreement is identica! with 
the one made in cig A bg i But 
beyond this it is agreed t the Northern 
mines shall resume operauons at the old 
Scale of 724g cents a ton. In some districts, 
Uke Peoria and Sangamon, the winter scale, 
which is five cents above the summer acale, 
is to be giving the miners an advance 
of 24¢ cents à ton. 

In the meantime the mine-werkers are to 
perfect their organization in the Southern, 
and part of Central Llinois districts, and as 
soon as they are able enforce their demand 
for the Columbus scale in those mines. This 
means that unless the demand is conceded 
there will be a strike of about 20,000 men. 

As soon as the men begin their effort.“ 
asthe argreement — 1. other words, as 
soon as they strike shut down the south- 
ern mines then the nerthern operators 

are to pay the Columbus scale, which means 
»-. geyven and one-half cents more per ton, ahd 
they are bound by the ment 
to pay this as long as the effort to bring 
the Southern mines into line lasts. Thus 
they calculate to encroach upon the market 
of the Southern mines and exert a strong 
pressure upon them to join the North- 
ern operators in giving ual terms 
to the miners. Moreover, the Northern op- 
erators are bound not to furnish coal to the 
railroads and other large consumers that 
take their coai from Southern miners 
unless they receive anntal contracts for sup- 
plying it. . 

The miners in the Southern part of the 
State will probably not be in condition to en- 
force their demands before midsummer, and 
a strike may be looked for with certainty 

next fail unless the operators decide to ac- 
cede to the demands.

Fremrort, III., May 8.—[{Special.}]—“ Con- 
gressman Hitt cannot be renominated with: 
out serious opposition. His proverbial good 
fortune may land hima winner this time, 
but a great big fight is imminent, and all the 
Opposiuon needs is a leader.” So said one 
of the most prominent Republicans of the 
Sixth District, in attendance on the Repub- 
lican love feast in Chicago Tuesday. Even a 
casual investigation of the situation confirms 
the story, and the more careful tne investiga- 
tion the more satisfied one becomes that Mr. 
Hitt may be beaten. The deadly post- 
office, the dissatisfacuon over bits of other 
Presidential and National patronage, and 
the never-ceasing cry that Mr. Hitt is here 
so little of his time that he knows nothing of 
his constituents or their wants are ali at 
work against him. The combinea force of 
their opposition must not be underestimated. 
Mr. Hitt’s nomination in the first instance 
came about in a curious way. A Congres- 
sional convention met here with instructions 
from the counties in the district to renom- 
mate Maj. Hawk. The convention was 
called to order and the Chairman read a dis- 
patch announcing Maj. Hawk’s sudden death. 
After much debate the convention ad- 
journed to meet at a future date, and quite 
a number of candidates for the nomination 
were developed. Carroll County suggested 
the name of James Shaw, Stephenson sup- 


ported Smith D. Atkins, and J. ©. Garver | 


was indorsed by the Republicans of Winné- 
bago. It was generally conceded, however, 
that Ogle was entitled to the honor on the 
principle of rotation.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., May 8.—Reports received 
by the State Devartmentof Agriculture from 
the more important wheat-growing counties 
of the State confirm the accuracy of the esti- 
mates made by the department on March 22, 
and show even a lower average condition 
than was made at that time. The area of 
wir. ter wheat destroyed by floods and fly 
will reach 38 per cent of the area seeded last 
fall, and the condition of that left standing 
for tarvest is got encouraging for more than 
75 per cent of an average yield per acre. 
Taking the State over the condition of the 
wheat crop was nearly 55 per cent short of 
an average on May 1.
